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JAIL FOR ROAD 
RAGE MOTHER

A mother-of-six who used her turbo 
charged 4x4 as a “weapon” and ran it 
into an autistic cyclist was “out of con¬ 
trol,” a judge who jailed her for three 
years has said. 

Natalie Pyne, 31, of Church Road, 
Worcester Park, had five children in her 
white Audi Q7 when she tried to run 
down Simon Edgely, who has autism, in 
a road rage attack in Kingston on June 7 
last year. 

The pair had argued moments earlier. 

During Pyne’s sentencing at Kingston 
Crown Court Judge Susan Tapping said: 
“I have given considerable consideration 
to your circumstances. You deliberately 
used your car as a weapon. 

“You were out of control.” 

Judge Tapping added it was “good 
luck” that Pyne did not seriously injure 
Mr Edgely, both in the original crash 
and when reversing away. 

The car clipped Mr Edgely, who es¬ 
caped with no major injuries although 
his bike was severely mangled. The car 
also ploughed into the Park Salon in 
Park Road causing more than £25,000 of 
damage. 

Reacting to the verdict on Friday, 
November 6, Mr Edgely said: “I don’t 
want a mother-of-six going to prison, be¬ 
cause that’s on my conscience. 

“Since the accident I haven’t been able 
to go out. I’ve managed for a while [to 
cycle], until I met three motor vehicles at 
a roundabout and haven’t since. I don’t 
know if I ever will again.”

During the trial this year Pyne had 
claimed her 4x4 malfunctioned, causing 
her to crash into the salon. 

Witness PC Peter Traylor had told the 
jury he could find “no fault” with Pyne’s 
“very powerful” car. 

Pyne, formerly of Mount Pleasant 
Road, New Malden, was found guilty of 
attempted grievous bodily harm follow¬ 
ing the trial in October. 

During the sentencing hearing prose¬ 
cutor Nicholas Cooper recounted a wit¬ 
ness who had described Mr Edgely 
mounting a curb away from the car, be¬ 
fore it drove towards him and “carried 
him into a shop window” by the bonnet. 

The court also heard Pyne had previ¬ 
ous driving-related convictions. 

In March 2009 she was convicted of

dangerous driving for drunkenly driv¬ 
ing at more than 70mph on the wrong 
side of the road in January of that year. 
She was disqualified from driving for 12 
months and given a suspended sentence 
at the time, the court heard. 

Defence counsel Lisa Bald called for a 
“justifiable act of mercy” and described 
the case as a “flash of anger that hap¬ 
pened in seconds”. 

She added: “She is not a woman prone 
to aggressive outbursts, she is not that 
type of person and this wasn’t an act of 
violence.” 

Pyne was also banned from driving for 
four years. 

An old neighbour who did not want to 
be named, said: “I was surprised, I didn’t 
even know she was like that. She had a 
lot of children, but they were very well 
behaved, you didn’t even know they 
were there.”

Residents celebrate as 
tower block plan rejected

A developer has expressed 
disappointment after its 
plans for a 16-storey tower 
block at Kingston’s old post 
office site were rejected. 

Guildhall had its own fire¬ 
works as the latest applica¬ 
tion for the site in Ashdown 
Road was unanimously 
turned down in front of a 
packed public gallery at the 
bonfire night development 
control committee meeting 
on Thursday, November 5. 

Kingston councillors drew 
rapturous cheers as they 
overwhelmingly rejected 
plans to build in the heart of 
the town centre, voting 11-0. 

After the meeting a St 


George spokesman said: “We 
are disappointed that the de¬ 
velopment control commit¬ 
tee has resolved to refuse 
the planning application for 
the old post office site. 

“The site has been under¬ 
used and unloved for 
decades, and the proposal 
would have transformed it 
into a high quality mixed- 
use development. 

“We will now consider our 
options.” 

Before the meeting, people 
anticipated celebrating or 
commiserating. Eden Walk 
developers were spotted 
at the meeting watching 
carefully. 

The two MPs for the bor¬ 
ough, James Berry and Zac 
Goldsmith, had been moved 
enough to write letters 
against developer St 
George’s application ahead 


of the decision. 

Councillor Gaj Wallooppillai 
said: “For people who live in 
Kingston, like myself, it does¬ 
n’t meet our expectations.” 

Councillor Malcolm Self 
added: “It’s such an ill-con¬ 
ceived scheme, the design 
concept is wrong. It’s not 
just the fact it’s a high-rise 
building.” 

Plans were first submitted 
for a 21-storey building, 
which was then scaled down 
to 19 storeys with the latest 
proposal for four to 16 
storeys for homes, a restau¬ 
rant, offices, leisure or retail 
use and car parking. 

Councillors bemoaned the 
lack of affordable homes in 
the development. Just 15 per 
cent of the homes - 49 out of 
330 - had been proposed as af¬ 
fordable. This fell consider¬ 
ably short of the 50 per cent 


target for new developments 
in the borough. 

Councillor Jon Tolley said: 
“My grief against the appli¬ 
cation is the lack of afford¬ 
ability. You don’t solve a 
famine in a disaster-ridden 
country by providing food 
for the rich.” 

Those who had spent 
months campaigning 

against the towers, previ¬ 
ously referred to as the 
“gates of Mordor”, were 
thrilled with the result. 

The “victory” was roman¬ 
tically suggested to be a de¬ 
feat for St George by the 
dragon - Kingston Resi¬ 
dents’ Alliance - which 
fought against the plans, 
with one member bringing 
in a bag of parsnips at a pre¬ 
vious meeting in an attempt 
to demonstrate the lack of 
support for the proposed de¬ 
velopment. 

Member Tessa Kind tweet¬ 
ed: “Thanks to all council¬ 
lors who came to realise this 
was never a good plan. 

“Residents hammered 
home.” 

While the celebrations took 
centre stage on the night, the 
morning after held warnings 
over fears an appeal could be 
looming from the determined 
developers. 

A BRAG Residents’ Associ¬ 
ation newsletter sent out 
said: “It may not be over 
yet.”

Rail kiosk

Ros Morgan, chief executive 
of Kingstonfirst, said: “The 
kiosk has reached the end of 
its useful life for us, with more 
and more visitors going online 
for information before arriv¬ 
ing in Kingston. 

“This has led to a decrease in 
the number of people using 
the kiosk.” 

She added Kingstonfirst vol¬ 
unteers would continue to 
provide information and ad¬ 
vice to anyone visiting 
Kingston, but was unable to 
say where they could be 
found. 

Councillor Liz Green said 
she believed the town centre 
still needed a point of infor¬ 
mation for its visitors. 

She said: “Some kind of 
tourist information centre is 
needed, but it’s not the best 
place for it.”

Iff 
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Inquest into student’s death 


A minute’s silence was held during the in¬ 
quest of a Kingston University stu¬ 
dent who died four years ago. 

Those at County Hall in 
Northampton observed the si¬ 
lence in memory of 19-year-old 
Laurene-Danielle Jackson, 
pictured, who died on Novem¬ 
ber 6,2011. 

The inquest into her death, 
and that of Nabila Nanfuka, 
began on Monday, November 2, 
and was expected to last three weeks. 

Miss Jackson, a psychology second-year 
student, known as Tiffany, died after a 
crush in Northampton nightclub Lava 



and Ignite in the early hours of October 
19,2011. 

Hundreds of students had attend¬ 
ed the Wickedest Wickedest stu¬ 
dent night. 

Jurors heard a DJ on the night 
announced 14 times in 30 min¬ 
utes the coaches were leaving - 
leading to a throng of people 
gathering near the cloakroom. 
Miss Jackson and Miss Nanfuka, 
22, were found unconscious in the 
club and 28 clubbers were hurt in the 
crush. No criminal charges have ever 
been brought against anyone. 

The inquest continues.

Man hospitalised by 
attack with hammer 



Crime scene: Police called to reports of a ‘serious assault’

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A man who had been fighting for 
his life with “serious head in¬ 
juries” after a hammer attack is 
now in a stable condition. 

Police confirmed the victim of a 
hammer attack in New Malden 
High Street remained in hospital 
in a “serious, but stable condition” 
this week. 

Officers were called to reports 
of an assault just after 3.30pm 
on Saturday, November 7, out¬ 
side Tesco Express opposite 
New Malden station. 

Paramedics treated a man be¬ 
lieved to be in his 20s or 30s before 
he was taken to a central London 
hospital in a critical condition. 

The Metropolitan Police later 
said he was in a “serious but sta¬ 
ble condition”. A Met Police 
spokesman confirmed the victim 
had been discharged from hospi¬ 
tal by Tuesday. 

New Malden’s Tesco Express 
was closed early and taped off by 
police. 

A witness said: “I saw the police 
cars and ambulance arrive and 
straight away I knew it was seri¬ 
ous - about six of them in total.” 

It is believed the attack was 


witnessed by a bar worker nearby. 
Forensic teams were seen taking 
photos outside the supermarket 
into the evening. 

One witness said he saw a police 
officer taking away a hammer be¬ 
fore putting it into a bag. 

Twitter user Kim tweeted: 
“Thoughts are with the man at¬ 
tacked in New Malden, saw some¬ 
one on a stretcher. 


“Hope he’s going to be OK. Abso¬ 
lutely horrendous.” 

A 30-year-old man who was ar¬ 
rested on suspicion of causing 
grievous bodily harm at the scene 
has been bailed to return to a po¬ 
lice station in early January.

Mouldy mattresses and broken 
stereos were just some of the 
items dumped outside a Tolworth 
charity shop as donations last 
week. 

Staff at the Fircroft Trust have 
been forced to clear up rubbish 
left outside the shop in Ewell Road 
overnight every morning, and 
have sometimes had to come in to 
clear up mess during their 
holidays. 

The Fircroft Trust is a 
charity supporting adults with 
mental health problems and 
learning difficulties living in the 
borough. It also has a second shop 
in St Andrew’s Road, Surbiton, 
which has also been plagued with 
the same problem. 

Kay Harrison, chief executive at 
the Fircroft Trust, said: “In the 
winter months it has been particu¬ 
larly horrible. 

“If people leave out bags they rip 
or dogs have relieved themselves 
on them. 

“It’s an ongoing problem. We 
have left signs outside the shop 
saying ‘please don’t leave 
donations out here’. I just don’t

know what we can do about it.” 

Tolworth Councillor Tom Davies 
has called on Kingston Council to 
start an awareness campaign 
about fly-tipping to stop the un¬ 
wanted donations. 

He said: “I mean it’s awful some 
of the stuff that has been left out 
there. I’ve obviously seen the pic¬ 
tures and it’s just outrageous and 


pretty amoral. 

“I think most people know what 
to do with a charity shop - the 
shop is not going to want some 
mouldy mattress. 

“It’s something that the council 
needs to be looking at. 

“We can put up some informa¬ 
tion signs warning people against 
it. It’s obviously illegal to fly-tip.” 


Controversy over new school land 


A site that could provide the an¬ 
swer to Surbiton’s primary 
school void has gone untouched. 

St Mark’s Councillor Liz 
Green, leader of the opposition, 
said the Liberal Democrats iden¬ 
tified an area for a new school 
earlier in the year, but had their 
attempts at solving the school 
places crisis in Surbiton 
thwarted. 

The group had suggested a 
patch of land in a square sur¬ 
rounded by South Place, War¬ 
wick Grove, Brown’s Road and 
Alpha Road, in Surbiton. 

Buildings owned by various 
bodies around the site include 
the former care home Newent 
House, Surbiton Children’s Cen¬ 
tre nursery and South Place Re¬ 
source Centre, an NHS owned 
building. 

Ed Davey, the former MP for 
Kingston and Surbiton, had also 


written to the council to suggest 
the site, but was told it was too 
small to be considered, Coun 
Green said. 

Councillor Andrea Craig, cabi¬ 
net member with responsibility 
for education and skills, said: 
“At this point it does not appear 
that the Education Funding 
Agency’s original concerns 
about this particular site, in¬ 
cluding lack of available space 
for parking and increased traffic 
in a residential area, have 
changed.” 

The NHS building is now for 
sale, although this happened 
after the site was first 
dismissed. 

Coun Green said: “My thought 
was we could build a primary 
school on a bigger site now. It’s 
just a piece of land big enough in 
the right place. We keep raising 
it and getting nowhere.” 


Earlier this month the 
Kingston Guardian highlighted 
the need for a primary school in 
Surbiton. 

Statistics gathered and pub¬ 
lished by the Greater London 
Assembly showed the predicted 
number of school places needed 
for four-year-olds in Berrylands 
in 2018 would be 144 - a rise of 12 
per cent on the current figures 
moving on to primary education. 

Free school provider Gems had 
hoped to open in a school in Sur¬ 
biton, but admitted the task had 
been difficult, forcing it to settle 
for a site in Kingston after a year 
of searching. 

But Coun Craig said: “It re¬ 
mains the Education Funding 
Agency’s responsibility to find 
suitable sites for future schools.” 

She added the council was due 
to meet with the agency to dis¬ 
cuss options this month.

A greengrocers full of rotting 
food that caused a stink along 
New Malden High Street for near¬ 
ly two months is set to be turned 
into a Foxtons branch. 

The estate agent confirmed it 
was due to open at 178 New 
Malden High Street, where the 
Shree Ganesh shop had previous¬ 
ly been. 

Shree Ganesh closed down in 
December 2014 with owners leav¬ 
ing behind shelves of decaying 
bread and fruit, prompting 
passersby to complain about the 
foul smell and dubbing it a 
“health hazard”. 

Foxtons is listed on the London 
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Changes: Shree Ganesh closed 
and the shop is set to be a 
Foxtons branch 

stock exchange and is known for 
its large property portfolio along 
with its trademark fridges con¬ 
taining bottled water, and trans¬ 
parent offices. 

A spokesman for the estate 
agent was unable to confirm the 
date of its New Malden branch 
opening, but did promise to em¬ 
ploy “great local talent” and play 


an “active role in the communi¬ 
ty” upon arrival. 

But New Malden’s independent 
shop owners and businesses have 
been left feeling uncertain about 
the new arrival. 

Richard Allum, partner for the 
New Malden branch of Kingston 
estate agent Parry & Drewett, has 
been trading in the High Street 
since the 1970s. 

He said: “There seems to be a 
disproportionate amount of hair¬ 
dressers and estate agents and it 
has become hard for individual 
businesses to survive.” 

Andy Ross, who owns indepen¬ 
dent stationery shop Suttles, in 
the High Street, said: “Foxtons is 
obviously a big brand name, but 
it’s not exactly what you want on 
the High Street. You want shops 
that sell stuff.”

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Care home ‘inedequate’ 


A Surbiton care home is in 
special measures after being 
found inadequate following its 
third inspection this year. 

The rating follows breaches 
in regulation at inspections in 
January, April and August. 

The Care Quality Commis¬ 
sion’s (CQC) report into Park 
Lodge care home in Surbiton 
shows the inspection, between 
August 18 and August 20, 
found medicine was not stored 
safely. In addition, the morn¬ 
ing medicine round was con¬ 
stantly disrupted and took 
more than two-and-a-half 
hours on both days. 

An unlocked boiler and 
sluice room, that residents of 
the privately run care home 
could wander in to, was 
deemed unsafe. 

Care for a single person per 
week is listed on a care home 
online directory at £750 to £800 
at the home in Park Road. 

After closures in recent 
years, including Newent 
House in Surbiton and 
Hobkirk House in New 
Malden, there are no coun¬ 
cil-run care homes in the 
borough. 

St Mark’s Councillor Liz 
Green said: “We have many 
very well-run private care 
homes in the borough, but it is 
always worrying when one 
falls below expected stan¬ 
dards. While it is tempting to 
say local authority-run homes 
are better than private, that 
would be doing a disservice to 
those excellent private care 
homes.” 


Deputy mayor Mary Clark 
said people tended to feel 
more comforted with council- 
run care homes, where less 
importance is put on share¬ 
holders and profits. 

She said: “The council-run 
ones have been pretty good, 
as they have not got to think 
about profits. But, of course, 
they have closed them down.” 

The report, published on 
October 20, said the home 
was not cleaned to an “ade¬ 
quate standard”. 

It said: “We saw that al¬ 
though people were support¬ 
ed to eat and drink 
throughout the day, people’s 
nutritional needs were not 
regularly monitored and as¬ 
sessed so the risk of malnu¬ 
trition could be identified 
early for action to be taken to 
minimise this.” 

The CQC has taken action 
against the provider, CHD 
Living, and will report again 
when the action is complete. 

A spokesman from Park 
Lodge said: “When CQC re¬ 
inspected the home in May 
2015, we had met the require¬ 
ments set out in the improve¬ 
ment notices that they had 
issued in January 2015. 

“Management expected 
that momentum to continue 
under the new manager, 
which, unfortunately, was 
not sustained. 

“The company has put in 
place an experienced team 
and senior managers to work 
towards the improvements 
required.” 


Report to save hospital 

costs £500

Plans to take up to £500,000 
out of patient care in 
Kingston to pay a private con¬ 
sulting firm to write a report 
into the borough’s financially 
troubled hospital have been 
condemned by GPs and NHS 
campaigners. 

The money, which could 
pay for 100 hip replacements, 
is being paid to the world’s 
largest consultancy firm, 
McKinsey, to produce a re¬ 
port into ways Kingston Hos¬ 
pital can reduce its excessive 
accident and emergency 
(A&E) waiting times and pre¬ 
dicted £6.1m deficit. 

Kingston Hospital is under 
investigation by health regu¬ 
lar Monitor because of its 
waiting times and financial 
difficulties. 

But Claremont Medical 
Centre GP Martin Wolfson, 
who has worked in the health 
service for more than 40 
years and oversees thou¬ 
sands of patients in the bor¬ 
ough, called the spending “an 
absolute scandal”. 

He said: “It is disgraceful. 
This money would be better 
spent on patients.

“Kingston Hospital pro¬ 
vides a very good service, but 
it is between a rock and a 
hard place. 

“There is this idea that the 
hospital is badly run. Howev¬ 
er, people on the ground do 
not feel this way. 

“They can’t make ends 
meet, but the same story is 
seen all across the NHS. 

“The fact is the Govern¬ 
ment is asking for dramatic 
savings that just can’t be 
sustained. 

“The money should stay in 


patient care. How is this re¬ 
port going to help?” 

McKinsey makes millions 
of pounds a year supplying 
consulting services to the 
NHS and advising healthcare 
providers. 

It is also the company be¬ 
hind a 2010 report that could 
have seen the A&E or mater¬ 
nity units at Kingston or 
other south-west London 
hospitals closed. 

Last month Kingston Hos¬ 
pital’s interim chief execu¬ 
tive Ann Radmore warned 


the “very fragile” A&E de¬ 
partment could crumble dur¬ 
ing an upsurge of patients in 
the winter months. 

Kingston resident and 
Keep Our NHS Public mem¬ 
ber Richard Donnelly said: 
“This is just another case 
of public money that should 
go towards patient care 
being channelled into pri¬ 
vate companies. 

“It is ridiculous that money 
like this is going towards re¬ 
ports and not to patients.” 

A spokeswoman for 
Kingston’s Clinical Commis¬ 
sioning Group (CCG) said: 
“The work under way in 
Kingston is all about patient 
care across the whole health 
system, both inside the hospi¬ 
tal, and also out of hospital 
care. 

“It is not in any way about 
reviewing management. 

“Kingston CCG and NHS 
England both are keen to see 
improvements to the patient 
pathway.” 

Grahame Snelling, from 
Kingston Healthwatch, said: 
“Healthwatch recognises 
that there is a need to take 
the inquiry. Such reports are 
going to cost money.” 

A spokeswoman for McKin¬ 
sey said: “We never comment 
about our client work.”

A hero police officer who pulled a 
woman to safety after she tried to 
jump from Kingston Bridge ap¬ 
peared on London Live last week 
for a televised interview. 

PC Fab Ahmed, of Kingston po¬ 
lice, was interviewed on November 
3, following his efforts to save a dis¬ 
tressed woman, along with the 
London Fire Brigade. 

Police were called to a woman on 
the wrong side of the bridge on 
Wednesday, October 28. She decid¬ 
ed to jump, but PC Ahmed reached 
over and took hold of her in an at¬ 
tempt to stop her. The force of the 
woman falling pulled the officer 
over the balustrades and down to¬ 
wards the river with her. 

Wearing two stone of police 
equipment and not being a strong 
swimmer, PC Ahmed said: “I knew 
at this point I was heading for the 
river, I was running through in my 


head what I was going to do next. 

“I knew I had a major fight on 
my hands to stay alive and do my 
best to help the lady when we both 
hit the water.” 

Luckily, Surbiton’s fire watch 
commander Ray Ginrod and two of 
PC Ahmed’s colleagues grabbed 
his ankles and the pair were 
hauled back over to safety. 

Acting Superintendent Claire 


Moxon said: “I am extremely 
proud of the immense courage and 
bravery my officers showed on the 
bridge. There is no doubt about it, 
PC Ahmed put his life in extreme 
danger to save this young lady. 

“If the officers and the firefight¬ 
ers hadn’t taken the actions they 
did, I am sure there would have 
been another very different ending 
to this event.”
